REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1954. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland, 

Mr*  Chairman,  Mrs*  Kelley  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting 

the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Leyland  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1954* 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  District  during  1954 
is  308  or  71  more  than  in  the  previous  year*  This  gives  an  extremely 
high  birth  rate  of  19*2  as  compared  with  15*2  for  England  and  Wales 
and  the  highest  birth  rate  for  the  district  since  1947* 

The  number  of  deaths  is  28  more  than  the  previous  year  and  the 
death  rate  is  12.0  as  compared  with  11.3  Tor  the  Country  a s  a  whole. 

The  increase  is  mainly  due  to  a  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  to  40 
due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  which  includes  all 
forms  of  ’’strokes”.  This  number  is  exactly  double  that  of  the  previous 
year. 


The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age 
was  eight  as  compared  with  4  in  the  year  1953*  This  gives  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  26  as  against  a  National  average  of  25*5* 

There  was  unf ortunately  one  death  attributable  to  child  birth 
in  the  year  1954*  This  is  the  first  death  of  this  nature  since  1950* 
There  were  two  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  whereas  the 
previous  year  there  were  none.  The  death  rate  from  this  cause  is 
still  below  the  national  average. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  acute  infectious  disease  was 
238  as  compared  with  221  in  1953*  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or 
diphtheria  were  reported*

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  (in  Circular  30/54 
of  22nd  March,  1954)  asked  Councils  to  resume  the  full  exercise  of 
their  powers  in  regard  to  slum  clearance  and  on  the  30th  August,  1954> 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  came  into  operation.  Section  1  of 
this  Act  requires  Councils  to  submit  to  the  Minister  within  twelve 
months  their  proposals  for  dealing  -with  unfit  houses  during  the  next 
five  years*  Several  houses  in  the  District  will  fall  to  be  dealt 
with  as  totally  unfit  and  there  should  be  active  implementation  of 
schemes  to  salvage  houses  which  can  be  brought  up  to  satisfactory 
standards. 

Other  matters  regarding  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
District  are  dealt  with  in  the  Report  and  require  no  special  comments 
from  me. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  encouragement.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  ready  co-operation  at  all  times*

The  Registrar  General  issues  a 
comparability  factor  based  on  age  and  distribution  of  population  vdiich,  'when 
multiplied  by  the  f crude1  rates  enables  a  true  comparison  to  be  made 
between  the  vital  statistics  of  one  area  and  another.  The  adjusted 
rates  for  this  area  are  therefore  as  follows,  allowing  for  a  birth 
comparability  factor  of  1.02  and  1.13  for  deaths.

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  produced  40  deathsc  These 
deaths  include  all  forms  of  t? strokes”. 

There  were  three  deaths  resulting  from  accidents  and  two  from 
suicide.

There  were  eight  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  as  compared  with 
four  in  the  previous  year*  This  gives  an  Infantile  mortality  rate  of 
2 6  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  17  the  previous  year*  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  25*5*  The 
cause  of  death  of  the  eight  infants  is  given  below.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Services* 


The  Laboratories  of  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary  were  used  to  examine  specimens  for  the  diagnosis  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases,  and  for  pathological  specimens  for  ordinary 
diseases. 

The  Laboratory  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  wan  used  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milks,  for  tests  for  Tubercle  Bacillus 
in  milks,  and  for  tests  for  ice  cream. 


Hospital  Accommodation, 

Infectious  Diseases  are  normally  admitted  to  the  Joint  Hospital  at 
Heath  Oharnock  and  to  Deepdale  Isolation  Hospital*,  The  number  of 
infectious  diseases  cases  admitted  to  hospitals  in  1954  was  26,

Ambulance  Facilities, 

There  are  two  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car  stationed  at 
the  Ambulance  Station,  Ley  land.  The  work  done  by  this  station  covers 
the  area  of  the  Urban  District  and  surrounding  districts. 

Home  Nursing  Service, 

There  are  three  female  district  nurses  in  the  area.  Their  duties 
include  care  of  patients  in  their  own  homes  and  arrangements  for  the 
loan  of  nursing  equipment  in  suitable  cases. 


Midwifery  Service . 


There  is  one  domiciliary  midwife  in  Leyland  wt 10  attends 
expectant  mothers  confined  at  home*  The  area  of  this  nurse 
extends  beyond  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  Districts 

Home  Help  Service* 

Home  Helps  are  employed  in  Leyland  and  help  a  variety  of  cases 
including  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity,  and 
tuberculosis  cases*  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where  needed. 

Ante -Natal  Clinic. 


There  is  a  VTeekly  session  held  each  Thursday  at  the  School 
Clinic,  5/7,  Somerset  Road,  Leyland,  when  a  specialist  employed 
by  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee  attends. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 


There  is  a  weekly  child  welfare  session  held  at  the  Congregational 
Sunday  School,  Quin  Street  Leyland,  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  To 
serve  the  large  number  of  families  accommodated  on  the  Wade  Hall  Estate 
a  further  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  on  the  21st  July,  1954* 

This  is  held  on  Wednesday  of  each  week  in  a  building  adjoining  the 
Leyland  Lane  Methodist  Church.  A  doctor  and  health  visitor  attend 
and  give  advice  on  infant  care  and  management*  Baby  foods  are  sold 
at  the  Centres* 

School  Medical  Service. 

Medical  and  Hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  schools 
and  clinic  sessions  are  held  at  5/7,  Somerset  Road,  for  a  variety  of 
treatments  including  minor  ailments,  dental  care,  orthopaedic  and 
ophthalmic  conditions.  The  County  Council  make  special  provision  for 
residential  schooling  for  various  categories  of  handicapped  children 
such  as  the  blind,  partially  sighted,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptics, 
delicate  and  backward. 

Convalescent  Care. 

In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
patients  to  convalescent  homesD 

Welfare  Services 0 

Residential  homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and 
infirm  persons  who  have  no  longer  anyone  to  care  for  them.  Handicapped 
persons  are  also  assisted* 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as 
envisaged  by  Section  47  of  the  above  Act0

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The  3 8  cases  of  Dysentery  compare  with  no  cases  reported  the 
previous  year*  Reported  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  singularly 
absent  from  the  district  for  a  number  of  years,  although  it  is  known 
that  surrounding  districts  have  been  reporting  considerable  numbers 
of  cases  for  some  time.  Of  the  38  Leyland  cases  15  children  from  one 
of  the  Day  Nurseries  were  found  to  be  affected.  Appropriate  preventive 
measures  were  taken  and  the  disease  was  prevented  from  spreading  to  the 
remaining  children.  Subsequent  investigations  revealed  that  several 
of  the  patients  and  other  members  of  the  households  were  affected.  The 
remaining  cases  were  sporadic  and  apparently  bore  no  relation  one  with 
another.  A  greater  awareness  of  the  importance  of  reporting  cases  of 
illness  and  the  resultant  laboratory  examinations  have  probably  identified 
such  cases  which  otherwise  would  probably  have  been  regarded  as  ’enteritis1. 

Food  Poisoning. 

The  total  of  5  oases  of  Food  Poisoning  shows  a  welcome  reduction 
from  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  54.  Two  of  the  cases  were  isolated 
ones  and  each  were  found  to  have  a  different  type  of  salmonella 
organism  as  the  cause  of  illness.  The  source  of  these  could  not  be 
determined.  The  remaining  three  cases  comprised  the  persons  of  one 
household  who,  from  the  symptoms,  had  obviously  been  affected  by  some 
form  of  Food  Poisoning.  Laboratory  examinations  of  both  specimens  from 
the  patients  and  food  partaken  by  them  disclosed  no  cause  of  infection. 


FOGD 

Milk. 


Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  of  all  milk  on  sale  to  the  general 
public  within  the  district.  There  were  no  new  dairies  established  during 
the  year  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  milk  sold  is  of  designated 
quality  i.  e.  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised.  This  year  the 
old  designation  ’Accredited’  ceased  to  exist  and  those  producers  selling 
such  milk  had  either  to  revert  to  a  ’Raw*  milk  or  bring  their  herd  and 
premises  up  to  the  Tuberculin  Tested  standard. 

Of  22  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  examined  21  satisfied  the 
phosphatase  test  which  indicated  they  had  been  satisfactorily  heat  treated 
and  therefore  free  from  infection*  In  one  case,  however,  the  milk  failed 
to  pass  this  test.  The  facts  were  reported  to  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  in  whose  area,  the  pasteurising  plant  was  situated  so  that  a 
full  examination  and  test  of  the  plant  could  be  made.  Further  samples 
from  this  source  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  All  the  22  samples  satisfied 
the  methylene  blue  test  which  indicated  a  satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  in  the  milk. 

A  total  of  22  samples  of  all  milks  which  were  not  heat  treated 
i.  e,  Raw  and  Tuberculin  Tested  were  also  examined.  Twenty-one  of  these 
satisfied  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  but  one  failed.  Further 
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examinations  for  the  presence  of  B*  Coll  were  also  made  on  the  samples 
which  again  indicates  the  standard  of  cleanliness  observed  at  the  farm. 
Seventeen  samples  satisfied  this  test  but  5  failed*  Details  of  the 
unsatisfactory  methylene  blue  result  and  the  5  samples  showing  the 
presence  of  B.  Coli  were  forwarded  to  the  County  Milk,  Production  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  his  information  and 
'attention,  as  the  responsibility  for  ensuring  satisfactory  standards 
at  the  dairy  farm  is  the  responsibility  of  that  Ministry, 


Twenty- two  biological  examinations  were  made  for  the  presence 
of  live  tuberculosis  in  the  raw  milks  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
in  all  samples  tuberculosis  was  not  found.  There  was  ,  therefore  no 
necessity  to  serve  any  notices  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949 ,  requiring  milk  to  be  heat  treated  on  the  grounds  that 
tuberculosis  was  present* 

The  County  Sampling  Officer,  Mr*  A*  Kewley,  assisted  by  the 
Council fs  Sanitary  Inspectors,  took  41  formal  samples  of  milk  in  the 
district  to  be  examined  for  adulteration  (added  water)  and  fat  deficiency 
Of  these  37  were  genuine  in  all  respects  and  the  results  of  the  other 
samples  and  the  action  taken  by  the  County  Council  is  shorn  below*

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 


Perhaps  the  most  important  development  during  the  year  was  the 
decision  of  the  Government  to  de-ration  meat  and  at  the  same  time  remove 
all  CovernEs&nt  controls  requiring  food  animals  to  be  slaughtered  in 
centralised  establishments.  This  decision  created  a  great  deal  of 
problems  for  local  authorities  generally  throughout  the  country  as  the 
Minister  indicated  that  the  local  authority  would  be  responsible  for 
ensuring  that  adequate  slaughtering  points  were  available  in  all 
districts  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  population. 
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In  Leyland  two  slaughterhouses  had  “been  licensed  "by  the  end  of 
the  year  although  only  one  of  these  had  been  brought  into  use. 

All  animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  Leyland  are  subject 
to  full  inspection  by  the  Sanitary  inspectors  who  stamp  all  carcases 
with  an  approved  mark  indicating  that  they  have  been  properly  inspected 
before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse.  Further  details  are  given  in  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector*  Report. 

Food  Premises. 

Inspections  were  made  regularly  of  all  premises  where  food  was 
prepared,  sold  or  stored  and  the  following  table  has  been  prepared 
to  indicate  the  number  of  the  various  types  of  food  businesses.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


In  presenting  this  portion  of  my  report  I  should  like  to 
thank  the  Water  Engineer,  Mr*  F.  D.  Howe,  for  providing  statistics 
and  other  information. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  a  mixture  of  Thirlmere  water 
obtained  from  Manchester  Corporation  and  that  of  our  own  boreholes 
at  Clayton-le-Woods,  in  the  average  proportion  of  18^  borehole  and 
82^j  Thirlmere.  The  resultant  mixture  produces  a  water  suitable  for 
domestic  and  industrial  use. 

The  following  table  shows  details  of  the  water  consumption  in 
gallons  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1954.

Adequacy »  The  new  18”  main  from  the  service  reservoirs  at 

Clayton- le-Woods  to  Wigan  Road  was  brought  into  operation 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review.  This  improved  the 
pressure,  particularly  in  the  Bent  Lane  district. 

Quality,,  The  Council's  consultant  analysts,  Messrs.  Melling 

and  Ardern  of  Manchester  made  seven  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  water  going  into  supply  in  the  district  and 
two  such  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory*  In  all  cases  the 
samples  were  reported  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  bacteriological 
standard.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  urban  District  of  Lcyland. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Kelley  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I 

present  this  portion  of  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
during  the  year  1954. 

The  compilation  of  a  report  such  as  this  makes  heavy  calls 
upon  the  time  of  your  staff  and  it  may  occasionally  be  questioned 
as  to  why  such  a  report  is  necessary,  particularly  as  apart  from 
the  Report  of  the  Medical  officer  of  Health,  it  is  not  a  statutory 
duty. 


As  this  is  the  only  department  within  the  Local  Authority  which 
produces  an  annual  report  it  does  provide  over  the  years,  albeit  in 
a  crystallized  form,  some  record  of  the  progress  of  the  community. 

Some  of  the  information  appended  has  already  been  given  to 
Members  of  the  Council  in  the  monthly  reports  but  the  passage  of 
time  allows  the  events  of  the  year  to  be  presented  in  their  proper 
perspective. 

The  year  saw  the  enactment  of  a  considerable  amount  of  legislation 
which  had  to  be  assimilated  and,  what  is  more  important,  presented 
back  to  those  members  of  the  community  affected  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  be  easily  understood  by  them.  This  duty,  which  can  find  no  place 
in  any  statistical  summary  of  the  year*s  work,  is  an  important 
function  of  the  officers  of  this  Department  and  one  which  is  very 
often  taken  for  granted. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  continue  to  increase  not  only 
from  the  rapid  growth  in  population  which  is  taking  place  but  also 
with  the  return  of  more  normal  conditions  as  compared  with  those 
appertaining  to  the  war  and  immediate  post-war  periods.  The 
emphasis  on  certain  local  authority  functions  is  becoming  more  marked 
such  as  the  proposed  resumption  of  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses ;

the  emphasis  on  higher  standards  of  food  handling  and  the  return 
to  private  trade  of  many  functions  of  food  supply,  previously 
carried  out  hy  Government  Departments.  The  de-rationing  of  meat 
in  July  of  this  year  and  the  consequent  de-control  of  slaughtering 
from  certain  centralised  establishments  brought  about  a  significant 
increase  in  the  duties  of  this  Department. 

In  spite  of  all  this  activity  and  additional  work  there  has 
been  no  increase  in  the  staff  of  the  public  Health  Department,  which 
has  remained  the  same  since  1947 ®  Administrative  methods  have  been 
streamlined  and  time  consuming  bureaucratic  practices,  allegedly 
common  to  many  public  bodies,  do  not  find  a  comfortable  home  in  our 
midst. 


Where  appropriate,  comments  are  made  in  the  various  sections 
set  out  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  is  relevant  to  mention,  however, 
in  this  introduction  that  the  year  saw  an  "all  time"  record  in  the 
weight  of  material  salvaged  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  its 
value  per  head  of  population  was  the  highest  in  the  country. 

The  remedying  of  a  grit  and  smoke  nuisance  from  two  of  the 
factory  chimneys  during  the  year  obviated  complaints  which  had 
caused  much  concern  in  the  past  years. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTORS*  VISITS* 

The  figures  below  tabulate  tho»se  everyday  visits  some  of  which 
are  to  investigate  complaints  and  others  to  make  the  routine  visits 
of  inspection  necessary  for  ensuring  a  proper  compliance  with  public 
health  law  and  practice* 

These  visits  initiate  many  improvements  without  the  necessity 
to  report  to  the  Council  for  formal  or  statutory  action*

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HOUSING. 


General, 


The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  A°t>  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  30^h  August,  1954?  was  expected  to  have  far  reaching  effects 
on  the  standard  of  repair  of  rent  controlled  houses  by  allowing  an 
increase  to  the  standard  rent.  In  this  district,  however,  there 
has  been  a  singular  lack  of  response  to  these  provisions.  The 
permitted  increase  to  the  rent  was  hedged  with  safeguards  to  the 
tenant  and  required  that  a  house  should  comply  with  a  fairly  high 
standard  of  repair  and  also  that  a  certain  amount  of  money  had  been 
spent  previously  by  the  owner  on  the  maintenance  of  the  property 
within  a  limited  time.  The  tenant  receiving  a  notice  of  increase 
in  rent  could  apply  to  the  local  authority  for  a  certificate  of 
disrepair  and  it  wras  expected  that  a  considerable  volume  of  such 
applications  would  have  to  be  dealt  with0  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
however,  not  a.  single  application  for  such  a  certificate  had  been 
made  and  whilst  it  is  possible  that  some  increases  in  rent  have 
occurred  in  individual  canes  the  tenants  of  which  have  not  opposed 
such  an  increase,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  the  majority  of  landlords 
have  decided  not  to  increase  their  rents  and  major  attention  to 
repairs  of  rent  controlled  houses  which  the  Act  was  intended  to 
stimulate,  has  not  in  fact  materialised. 


There  have,  however,  been  many  enquiries  in  connection  with 
the  increases  permitted  by  the  A°t  from  both  landlords  and  tenants, 
which  ha.s  taken  up  a  considerable  amount  of  time  as  the  accuracy  of 
information  dispensed  by  the  public  Health  Department  is  most 
carefully  checked  and  the  Act  is  a  most  complicated  one. 


A  further  important  provision  of  the  new  pet  required  local 
authorities  to  prepare  proposals  for  dealing  with  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses,  such  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  the.  Minister  within 
twelve  months  of  the  passing  of  the  Act,  preliminary  work  on  the 
preparation  of  such  a  list  was  begun  during  the  year. 


With  the  completion  of  a.  further  281  new  houses  the  total 
number  completed  since  1920  is  3;>o66,  which  is  33%  of  the  total 
number  of.  houses  in  the  district.  This  explains  to  a  certain  extent 
the  fairly  high  standard  of  housing  which  exists  taking  the  district 
as  a  whole.

Repairs, 

Authority  to  serve  5  statutory  notices  in  respect  of  defects 
to  dwellinghouses  was  requested#  in  all  cases  the  statutory  notices 
were  complied  with.  The  greater  part  of  the  work  of  house  repairs, 
however,  is  carried  out  as  a  result  of  informal  action  without 
reporting  to  the  Committee  for  statutory  action. 
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A  total  of  21 0  houses  were  inspected  for  ordinary  house  defects 
other  than  drainage  during  the  year*

It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  serve  any  statutory 
notices  during  the  year  as  all  treatments  found  to  be  necessary  were 
agreed  with  the  owners  concerned.  . - 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewerage  system'  of  the  district

Consultations  took  place  with,  organisations  representing  farmers 
and  meat  traders  in  the  district  to  ascertain  what  slaughtering 
facilities  would  be  required*  It  was  finally  agreed  that  licensing 
of  two  of  the  private  slaughterhouses  already  existing,  in  the  district 
would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  traders* 


Following  repairs  and  adaptations  one  of  the  slaughterhouses 
•commenced  slaughtering  on  the  26th  August,  1954*  The  other  had  not

Arising  out  of  the  resumption  of  slaughtering  within  the  district 
the  Council  accepted  a  report  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  indicate  by 
means  of  a  suitable  mark  carcases  which  .had  been  inspected  within  the 
Urban  District,  'After  enquiries  had  been  made  into  the  availability  of 
qualified  staff '  and  the  methods  of  inspection,  the  Minister  authorised  the 
use  of  a  mark  in  accordance  with  Regulation  15  of  the  public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924  -  1952* 

The  introduction  of  private  slaughtering  has  created  a  considerable 
amount  of  extra  work  as  each  animal  is  subject  to  detailed  examination 
before  a  judgement  is  made.  Although  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
is  comparatively  small  the  times  at  which  this  is  carried  out  have  meant 
excessive  hours  of  work,  both  at  night  and  on  Sunday* 
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A  total  of  8  Cwts  of  meat  and  offal  from  the  slaughterhouse 
were  rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  owing  to  disease 
or  other  abnormal  condition.

PUBLIC  CLEMS  ING- 

A  ’weekly  service  for  the  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year,.  An  acute  shortage  of  labour 
occurred  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  partly  due  I  think,  to  the 
competition  of  high  wages  within  local  industries  and  partly  due 
to  the  extremely  wet  weather  occasioned  during  the  latter  half  of 
the  year.  The  duty  of  removing  household  refuse  cannot  wait  upon 
the  weather  and  during  prolonged  spells  of  rain  such  as  we  experienced, 
the  conditions  under  which  the  collectors  had  to  work  were,  to  say 
the  least,  most  uncongenial. 

Operating  costs  rose  considerably  during  the  year,  mainly 
owing  to  Increased  wages  which,  being  negotiated  at  a  national 
level,  are  outside  the  control  of  the  Department* 

The  following  table  has  been  prepared  to  give  an  indication 
of  the  cost  of  the  cleansing  service  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 
the  overall  rate  demand  and  a-' comparison  is  made  on  this  basis  with 
the  year  1 93&/39*  It  does  indicate  that  the  rising  cost  of  the 
cleansing  service  is  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in  costs 
which  have'  generally  taken  place  since  1939*

The  net  figure  for  1951/52  was  exceptionally  low  owing  to  the 
exceedingly  high  prices  which  were  then  being  obtained  for  salvaged 
materials. 

Cost  per  Dwelling* 

A  net  cost  of  £7?9l0  for  a  total  of  5197  houses  shows  the  total 
cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  to  be  slightly  under  seven  pence 
per  v^eek  per  house. 

Storage  of  Household  RePuse. 

The  Municipal  Owned  Dustbin  Scheme,  which  is  now  well  established 
continued  in  operation,  the  2y  cubic  feet  bin  to  the  British  Standard 
Specification  po.  792  :  1947?  being  supplied.  The  introduction  of 
this  scheme  some  six  years  ago  has .  obviated  the  considerable  amount  of 
administrative  work  involved  in  requiring  either  ■  owners  or  tenants  to 
replace  a  worn  out  bin,  particularly  as  recent  Court  decisions  make  it 
by  no  means  clear  whose  duty  it  really  is  to  supply  this  article.  It 
is  a  service  which  I  feel  is  appreciated  more  than  many  other  of  our 
local  authority  services  simply  because  the  rate-payer  actually 
receives  something  at  his  own  premises  for  his  own  use  without  having 
to  make  a  direct  payment  for  it. 

A  summary  of  the  cost  of  the  scheme  since  its  inception  at  the 
beginning  of  the  financial  year  1949/50  is  given  below*

With  the  arrival  of  the  18  cubic  yard  vehicle  on  the  1st  March, 
1954-  re-organisation  of  the  cleansing  schedules  was  carried  out. 
The  extra  vehicle  capacity  enabled  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of 
new  houses  to  be  serviced  weekly  without  requiring  the  employment  of 
extra  staff  at  that  time. 

Disposal. 

The  problem  of  obtaining  long-term  tipping  space  remains, 

After  negotiations  with  the  farmers  concerned  it  was  arranged 
for  tipping  space  to  be  available  at  farm  land  in  Ulnes  Walton 
and  Cuerden*  in  such  instances  derelict  land  is  brought  back 
into  use  for  cultivation  and  the  Council  do  not  pay  any  rental* 

The  disadvantages  are  usually  difficulty  of  access  and  the  short 
!,life,f  of  the  tip* 


As  mentioned  in  previous  years  a-  long-term  site  is  undoubtedly 
necessary  and  the  purchase  of  low  lying  land  or  similar  sites  may 
have  to  be  resorted  to. 


Salvage. 

It  is  not  generally  appreciated  that  the  recovery  and  sale 
of  material  from  the  refuse  arising  Yd. thin  the  district  has.  a. 
tremendous  affect  upon  the  finances  of  the  local  anthority.  During 
1954-  record  weight  for  this  Authority  of  ~JQ2  tons  was  recovered 
and  sold,  details  being  given  in  the  following  tables.  Tke  value 
of  this  material  was.  £4-,  229*  As  the  product  of  Id  rate  was  £383 
the  significance  of  this  income  can  be  appreciated*

The  mid  1954  population  was  16,0^0  and  with  an  income  of 
^4,229*  15*  3d*  the  amount  salvaged  during  the  year  for  each 
person  in  the  district  amounted  to  5s*  3d* 

Waste  paper* 


The  weight  of  waste  paper  collected  Increased  by  29  tons 
and  is  the  greatest  weight  ever  recovered  by  this  local  authority 
since  waste  paper  collection  commenced  in  1937*  There  had  been  no 
wide  fluctuations  in  prices  which  remained  at  £6*  lo*  0*  per  ton 
for  mixed  waste  paper  throughout  the  year* 


Kitchen  Waste. 


The  kitchen  waste  produced  within  the  district  was  sold  to 
preston  Corporation  at  a  price  of  £3.  17.  6d  per.  ton,  hue  to  the 
change  in  Government  policy  .when  all  direction  to  collect  this 
material  was  removed  on  the  1st  August,  1953*  this  product  can  now 
he  said  to  he  operating  on  a  free  market^  So  far  as  could  he 
ascertained  the  demand  had  remained  steady  and  as  in  the  case  of 
waste  paper  a  record  amount  of  428  tons  13  cwts  was  collected 
during  1954#  '  VJ  "

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

A  total  of  lif  smoke  observations  were  made  on  the  various 
factory  chimneys  within  the  area*  -  . 

In  one  case  where  an  excessive  amount  of  grit  was  being 
deposited,  it  was  decided  to  serve  a  statutory  notice  under  the 
public  Health  Act,  1936 ,  on  the  Company  concerned  requiring  them 
to  abate  the  nuisance.  This  notice  was  complied  with  by  changing 
the  offending  boiler  plant  from  coal  to  oil  firing.  This  action 
has  removed  a  source  of  complaint  which  could  be  traced  back  many 
years  and  is  in  my  opinion  a.  mag  or  step  forward  towards 'the 
improvement  of  the  environment, 

Following  representations  a  significant,  and  J  hope  lasting 
improvement,  was  effected  at  a  further  factory  by  substituting 
mechanical  chain  grate  stokers  for  the  old  hand  firing  methods. 

The  money  einpended  by  the  two  firms  concerned  was  considerable 
but  as  the  policy  of  clean  air  is  closely  allied  to  the  efficient 
use  of  fuel  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  economies  resulting  from  this 
increased  efficiency  will  amply  justify  the  installation  of  new 
plant,  quite  apart  from  improving  the  condition  of  the  air  we  breathe. 

LETHAL  CHAMBER  FOR  DOMESTIC  ANIMALS,
